Infant Welfare. 


Amip the many more dramatic movements, that challenge atten- 
tion week by week, the humble effort is apt to be overlooked. Yet 
it may be no less valuable, and fraught with much blessing 
to the Community. Two such, for instance, claim a word of recog: 
nition this week—* the Day Nursery for Jewish Infants” and “the 
Jewish Mothers’ Wetcome and Infant Welfare Centre.” The 
nursery tends the children of those in distress, of the widow, of the 
deserted wife, of the woman with ailing husband. It looks after 
the little ones while the mothers fight their heroic daily battle for 
food, and a roof. The mother thus is enabled to hold her head 
high. Her children are given a chance of growing into strong, 
healthy, and happy boys and girls. The second of these efforts is 
equally beneficent. It looks after the health of the little ones who 
are brought within its influence, it enlightens their mothers on infant 
care and nursing, and teaches them provident methods. There 
could be no more hopeful work, whether from the point of view of 
the nation or of the Community which is anxious to see the 
generation of to-morrow a robust and self-reliant body. But both 
movements need support, and the Welfare Centre, in particular, 
needs its badly. It is almost at the end of its resources, and is calling 
for help. A bazaar and garden féte are to be held at 35, Porchester 
Terrace, Hyde Park, on Tuesday, June 29th, at 3 o'clock. Those who 
like practical endeavours and take a real interest in the Jewish 
young, should make a special effort to be present and lend a helping — 


hand to the excellent ladies who are giving their hearts to a most — 


admirable work.

FEATHERS. 
MENrTor. 

N acquaintance of the present writer, a high-minded and 
A thoughtful gentlemen in the best sense of that so frequently mis- 
used word—a Christian—was talking to me the other day con- 
cerning the relative ethical value of Christian and Jewish ideals. 

The discussion that ensued between us was not, let me confess, of “much 
practical value, because in the long run the ethical value of any set of 
principles is largely determined by individual taste, which in turn has been 
educated by association, by environment, by upbringing, and so forth. 
But my friend, in the course of our conversation, made an observation 
which gave me tothink. He said that he thought it was remarkable 
to find that a people that had, like the Jewish People, so persistently 
clung to their ideals through unending persecution, notwithstanding a 


thousand temptations and a thousand accidents, should have so little put— 


those ideals into practice. ‘ You may say,” he said, “that Christians are 
in the same case, that we have fine ideals and do not transform them 
into practice ; that we prate about Peace on earth and Goodwill among 
men and spend our energies and our money in forging instruments of war 
for killing and slaying our fellow-men. You may say,” he continued, 
“that we idealise the poor in spirit, and in fact worship those possessed 
of a spirit the very reverse of what the New Testament means by 
‘poor.’ But then, you must not forget that Christians are differently 


_ placed from Jews in reference to their ideals. The Christian has had to 


assimilate the religious ideals offered to him from without; because the 
finest ideals of Christianity are, in the main, Jewish ideals and Christians 
are not Jews. I mean, of course, in this connection, ethnically or by 
descent. But in the case of Jews, their ideals are their own; they spring 
from themselves, from people of common origin with themselves. There- 
fore, Jews ought to turn into practice readily, and aSa matter of habit the 
ideals which they have evolved, and which they have preached to the 
world.” This seemed to me a shrewd saying. It could well’ form 
the subject of investigation and exposition, bearing in mind how, 
throughout history, our people have shown themselves always 
ready to preach and so lacking in practice. Moses and the 
Prophets bear testimony against us, and our own senses, with our 


experience of our people as they are, but confirm the estimate of our Law- 
giver and Our seers. or 3 


The Plumage Bill. 


It is not my purpose to follow the argument which this Christian 


friend opened up, inviting and entertaining though it is. I could not,- 
however, help pondering upon his words when I read the other 
day an article in the Jewish World in reference to the Plumage 
Bill. That article showed how the Bill which is now before Parlia- 
ment, and which isa reply to the Movement for stopping the infamous 
cruelty inflicted upon the creatures of the feathered kingdom for the 
useless purpose of adorning women’s hats, is merely carrying out the 
ideas which Judaism taught as the right conductJof man to the animal 
kingdom. Cruelty to dumb animals was denounced in sweeping terms 
by the Law and the Prophets, and not least by the Rabbis. One of 


these remarkable men went so far as to declare it to be the duty of a» 


man to provide food for his beast before he satisfied his own needs, and 
his doctrine was accepted by fellow-Rabbis without demur. What these 
good and kindly-minded men would have said about the traffic in 
plumage, based as if is upon the harshest and most ruthless 


cruelty to beautiful little birds, can better be imagined than 


expressed. Some of these winged creatures are subjected to the 
suffering of having their feathers palled out of them while alive, so 
that an exact curl or crispness or shade of the feathers may be preserved 
for the adornment of Mrs. Thingamejig’s headgear. The Rabbis would 


at least have declared that the Jew or the Jewess who directly or 


indirectly touched this infamous business, placed himself or herself 
beyond the pale of{Jewish worthiness. Nothing would have excused in 


_ their eyes such callousness, such inconsiderateness, such brutality as are 


necessary for this trade which is carried on merely to gratify the whimsical 
vanity of vain and thoughtless women. 


An Appeal to Jewesses. | 
_ Thoughtless women! The poet has sung that evil is wrought by want 


of thought as well as by want of heart. And I believe that there is much — 


thoughtlessness that is responsibla for the evils connected with this 
plumage trade. It is difficult to think that any woman possessed of what 
we fondly call a Jewish heart would knowingly not only help and 
encourage but incite the cruelty involved in the obtaining of her ospreys 
and aigrettes, or if she was acquainted with the pain and suffering the 
trade causes to helpless creatures would not be ashamed to wear its 
products. The legislation which is being. attempted in the Plumage Bill 


. is for the purpose of preventing the more disgusting of the practices 


Connected with this abominable trade. 

The Bill may prove uSeful. About that I should not like to say, 
because I am mot snfficiently acquainted with it to pass an opinion 
"pon it, although as an attempt to stop the evil it should surely 
Gain general support. But in my view a far more useful thing 


would be to stop the demand for feathers, and if the metaphor

nt minded man and woman, I would appeal, then, to the Jewesses 
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extent, to adopt means of adornment that are repellent. 


who read this column and I would ask them to do a truly Jewish act, by 
boycotting the fashion in feathers. It is not only because, as I have 
pointed out, that by following the fashion they are creating the demand 
for the cruelty to which I have referred. It is because feathers them- 
selves are so out of place in millinery as to be really vulgar, however 
rare and however costly. What is vulgar is useless—whatever its price 
—an<d feathers are useless for the one purpose for which they are employed 
by women, in adorning their-hats—I mean to make themselves look 
attractive. Far be it for me to say that Jewish women offendin this respedt 
any more than non-Jewesses. In fact. my observation rather teaches 
me the contrary. Our sisters in faith in the average show remarkably 
good taste in their dress, and they are not likely, therefore, to any 
In fact, the 
ladies who sport “fevvers” are distinctly not Jewesses, But Jewesses, 
just because they show their aptitude in personal adornment, tend to 
lead in fashion. What they favour is imitated, and I am sure that if 
Jewesses boycotted the whole of this fancy feather industry, they would 
do more to stop the cruelty of it in six months than any Plumage Bil) 


that could be devised. The demand would cease and the trade would 


cease, and with it the most disgusting features of the wicked trade. 


Jews and the Trade. 


In the course of the discussion on the Plumage Bill, a great deal has 
been said about the trade being in the hands of Jews. “ Levantine 
Jews” are said to have a large slice of the business. I cannot write with 
any certainty upon this point, because the means for testing such state- 
ments are not available. But I notice that a writer in the Spectator a 


week or so ago declared that “more than seventy-five per cent. of 


the firms engaged in the fancy feather trade in this country, including 
all the larger and more responsible firms, are owned and controlled by 
British-born subjects”; and, further, “that the three thousand work- 
people employed by them are also, with very few exceptions, British.” 
Now, it may be that this statementis not really an answer to the 
allegation that the trade isin the hands of Jews. Because, to be sure, 
“ British-born subjects” may cover co-religionists. But it matters 
nothing, as regards the quesiion I am venturing to raise here, 
whether those engaged in the industry are preponderatingly co- 
religionists or not. If they are, however, then this appeal which 
I am making comes with all the better grace, and I hope 


all the greater force, from a Jew. I would add only just this: that | 
while, on the one hand, I quite believo that anyone, Jew or non-Jew, | 
engaged in this fancy feathor trade seldom stops to think of the 


cruelty and wickedness involved, still, on the other hand, the words 
of my Christian friend, which I quoted above, do seem to apply. It does 
not seem consistent and right that Jews, who set before mankind the

For Nature. 


I do not, however, press the point about the trade being in the hands 
of Jews.

Soitis with the 
plumage trade. People not only as justly as in the case of Bolshevism, 


but certainly with far more reason, for their judgment is based on far more 
certainty, loathe, detest, and abominate the plumagetrade. They, therefore, 
I doubt not, seek to show their detestation of it hy declaring that it is a 
Jewish trade, and, at the same time, manifest their anti-Jewish prejudice 
by making that statement toourdetriment. Butevenifit be true that Jews 
are largely, or toany,abnormal extent, engaged in this wretched industry, 
the blame must not altogether be placed upon them. The major portion 
of it, without doubt, must be awarded to the women who wear these 
feathers. But then there is besides a whole army upon whom some of 
the guilt must fall. There are the milliners and the drapers, the stores 
and the shops, all of whom reap their share of material _ out of the 


_ wicked cruelty which the trade involves. 


There is yet another word to be said in denunciation of this plumage 
industry. Its tendency must be to greatly rob the world of some of its 
‘patural beauty. For birds hunted sp that th eir feathers may be plucked 
while they are yet living—the young of the birds taken from their nests 
even before they can fend for themselves, and their feathers ruthlessly 

torn from them—gradually—it is nature’s way—become extinct. We can 
ill afford to spare a single beauteous thing from an earth that is growing 
day by day drabbier and drabbier. Wecan ill afford to dispense with the 
beauties of nature ina world that is more and more being given over to the 
moloch of industry, to the ugly gods Coal and Oil, Iron and Steel, Steam and 
Smoke. From every p2int of view, this feather trade is a cursed thing, 
and Jews, because of the ideals which they have preached and which to 
be consistent they should practise, should be foremost in endeavouring 
to prevent the abuses connected with it, to stop the exquisite inhumanity

DARKEST HUNGARY. 
THE WHITE TERROR. 


[SPECIAL TO THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.”) 
By ISRAEL COHEN. 


VIENNA, June ist. 
My mission to Budapest was sprung upon me after all the preparations 
had been concluded formy journey to Palestine, and thence to Australasia 
and the Far East. Before I was favoured to look upon the Promised 
Land I must dive once more into the miseries of the Ga'uth, and bring 
tidings from a land from which 80 many alarming reports have been 
received during the last few months. I was warned that the expedition 


was: dangerous, and when I reached Vienna the warnings increased 


in solemnity. “Fer Heaven’ sake, don’t go!” said many an 
old Zionist friend, “you will learn here much more about the 
terrors of Hangary than you can in Budapest. The peop'e there are 
afraid to speak.” But a friend who had recently come, or rather fled 
from Budapest, assured me that for me there was no danger. “What! 
With an English passport! Absolutely safe, only be careful!” 


There is a censorship of lottersin Hung iry, andif] had written to any- 


body there about the object of my journey, I should bave helped to 


frustrate it. So a Viennese friend te’egraphed to a friend in the 
neighbouring capital that he would arrive on a certain day on important 
‘business, and that a room Should be reserved for him. And in due course 
I presented myself before our friend in Budapest and claimed the room. 
From the moment of my arrival, until that of my departure, 


I heard an endless cycle of storics of sorrow—of assault and robbery, of 


savage mutilations, of sudden raids and amazing disappearances. I 


_ geemed to be transported to the world of Alexander IIT. and Nicholas IL., 
when any Jew might be spirited away through a false Cenviuciation. But 


I was soon to learn that the resemblance was fallacious, for in the days 


of the Muscovite tyranny there was at least a sct of rules—even 


barbarous rules—which directed the exercise of injustice. Here there 


were norules: only cupidity, fanatic'sm, savagery, and an increvible lust — 


for Sadistic indulgences. 

In the express train that carried me from Vienna .to Budapest I 
carefully studied) ‘the British Government’s White Paper cn the 
“Alleged Existence of ‘White Terror’ in Hungary.” That White 
‘Paper might have been more justly calle@ “ Whitewash.” My 
Jewish fellow-passenger, who was travelling on urgent business, and 
who had often been in Budapest recently, told me more in half-an-hour 
than the distinguished authors of the Government report haf learned in 
six months. During my brief stay in Budapest, I collected such a mass 
of material about the organised persecution of the Jows, that I feel 
astonished that any doubts should yet be expresscd about its reality. The 
persecution is different in Budapest from that in the provinces. In the 
capital you see no acts of violence by day, and your admiration of the 
beauties of the city is unilisturbed except by the thought that the Buda- 
pest Corporation cold best celebrate the signing of the Hungarian 
Peace Treaty by. giving the streets and buildings a thorough 
Spring cleaning. It is at night that the crimes are committed, when 
little groups of “ Awakening Hungarians,” armed with iron staves covered 
with leather, or officers of the various terrorist groups, sally forth and 
bravely attack an unsuSpecting Jew from behind and belabour him until 
he is senseless. No wonder that the Allied Missions stationed in Buda- 


pest know so little of the “ White Terror.” The terrorists—Baron Pronay, - 


Count Ostenburg, and Lieutenant Hejas—are much too wise to carry on 
their evil work in the fall glare of the sun, or to disturb the tranquillity 
and refinement of the fashionable hotels or aristocratic mansionr. 

But in the provinces terror is rampant, both day and 


night, wherever Jews dweil, for there is no need to study anybody's 
Jews are dragged out of their houses, abused, flogged, 


feelings, 
robbed, tortured, and driven or deported to some other town or to 


Budapest itself. ‘They are conrpelled to sign fictitious confessions of penal — 


— and if they refuse at first they are flogged until they submit. 
hey are accused of illicit trading, of war-profiteering, of unemployment 
~—of anything; the real aceusation is that they are Jews. The tortures 
that have been inflicted upon imprisoned Jews both in the provinces and 
the capital read like @ chapter from the Inquisition. They are flogged 
naked until they are unconscious; they are then besprinkled with water 
and asked what isthe matter. If the victim is wise enough to say that 
he had a fall, or something similar, he is allowed to go, thongh not with- 
out & parting Warning that it he divulges what has happened to him he 
will meet with a sorrier fate next time. Some of the worst tortures have 
been practised in the Komarom fortress, where men have had to drink 
the blood trom their own wounds ; others have been buried neck-deep in the 
earth, and others had to hold a mouse in their month, or to cat the hair 
pulled off their.own

Cnergy, ‘and efrontery that the Government does not venture 


to interfere with them. The Government denies there is a White Terror, 
for it disclaims responsibility for it. But it is fully aware of the repeated 
outrages, and does nothing to suppress them. It has not uttercda word in 
condemuation of them, nor made any pretence to punish the malefactors. 
On the contrary, various members of the Government have given vent to 
the most violent abuse of the Jews, and Admiral Horthy, the Governor of 
the country, actually promoted one of the bloodthirsty ringleaders, 
Captain Pronay, to Major. It is rumoured, and it may well be believed, 
that not all the officers are fond of shedding blood and committing 
plunder; and, indeed, there have been cases where soldiers and peasants 
have disobeyed the orders of officers to start a pogrom. But, unfortunately, 
these are at present the exceptions. 

I spent many hours among the fugitives and the deported from neigh- 
bouring towns, who aro-lodged in an internment camp in a Jewish school, 
under the supervision of the police, until their fate is decided. Those 
who originate from Poland or Galicia are transported to their native land. 
But there are scores and scores of Jews born in Hungary who are also 
evacuated from their homes. No mercy is shown to age or sex. Old 
and young, men and women, they are all huddled away in the middle 
of the night from towns and villages where they have lived uscful, and 
peaccable lives tor decades. Many of them brought sacks for bedding, 
others misccianeous household goods, There was a widow with five 
young children who had lost her husband in the war. There 
was a young mother who had given birth to her child only eight 
days before their expalsion. The baby was a puny, wretched 
mite, unconscious of the cruel world into which it was born, 
yet a source of comfort to the harassed mother. Many of the 
children romped about in the schoolyard, all heedless of their parents’ 
sorrows. La one of the schoolrooms I came across a father who was 
teaching his young son a page of the Talmud, with the persistest aid of a 
gesticulating friend, and who coolly informed me that he had resumed at 
the passage where they had stopped “at home.” Such is the spirit that 
no terror can daunt. 

But despite the pall of oppression, the leading Jews of Hungary 
are stirring not - fiager to defend themselves, or to repel worse 
disasters that may be lurking. Hungarian Jewry has always 
prided itself on its ultra-patriotic Magyarism, and it remains true 
The leaders are afraid that the 
Hungarian escutcheon may be sullied if they proclaim their woes 
to the world, so they are dumb. Nay, they even deny that there are 
any woes worth speaking of. “A few hundred Galician Jews—let them 
go!” say these representatives of Hungarian Jewry. They even 
encouraged the Government to expel the Galician Jews wh6 took refuge 
in Hungary after the outbreak of war; but they little realised that the 


' oil which they poured upon the anti-Semitic flames has caused a conflag- 
ration that will. scorch their own skin. Such was the pride of the — 


liungarian Jews that a Rabbi onee wrote a learned thesis to prove that 
they were descended from the Hungarian hero, Arpad, and that they had 
only religion in common with the other Jews of the world. The Chief 
Rabbi of Szegedin, Dr. Immanuel Loew, always wore the Magyar 
national costume and oozed forth with ultra-patriotic exhortations. And 
yet he has been in the Szegedin gaol on the false charge of anti-patriotic 
sentiments. Thei:e has been a veritable stampede to the baptismal 
font, swe 80,000 Jows alone in Budapest having deserted their faith 


-pinee last August. ln some places almost entire communities have gone 


over to Christianity. And in the face of all these perils the Liberals, or 
“Neologen,” still hold aloof from the Orthodox, and both denounce the 
Zionists as traitors to the fatherland. | 
One of the leading Jews in Hubgary, Eugene von Polnoy (né Jacob 
Pollashek), who was Minister of Food for two days, and since calls him- 
self ‘ Excellency,” recently published a statement in the Hungarian Press, 
accusing the Zionists in Transylvania of having a paper that was main- 
tained with the moncy of the Rumanian Press Bureau. Another “leader,” 
Paul Sandor, one of the very few Jews in the National Assembly, 
threatencd that he would deliver a speech denouncing Zionism as 
treason to Hungary, and still another “leader,” Vesey, the editor of the 
Pester Lloyd, threatened that, he would write a series of articles against 
Zionism as an anti-patriotic movement. And all this at a time when the 
utmost solidarity is demanded of Hungarian Jewry. Sandor even 


declared in Parliament that Chief Rabbi Loew should be hanged, and the | 


Rabbi cf the Liberal Synagogue in the Tabak Gasse (where Herzl was 


- porn) disclaimed from the pulpit any sympathies with his fellow-Rabbi who 


was brooding in prison upon the fatility of his life’s work. Aslongas such 


-insensate Chanvinism prevails among the so-calicd leaders Of Hungarian 


Jewry (whose own children, by the way, are baptised), it is not surprising 
that the terrorists are acting with such audacity in their Anti-Semitic 
eampaign. One or two leaders, when on a visit to Vienna, resented the 


| intervention of outside Jews. Those who will not help themselves can 
hardly be helped by others. | 
1 But in Budapest I met two or three men whose names are not known 


beyond their own community, and who are acting as heroes in the 
dangerous work of helping the fugitives, and those who are wrongfully 
atrested. They make no speeches, and write no memoranda, but they 
are daily performing humanitarian deeds of courage and surpassing merit. 
I dare not mention their names, and can only offer them this silent and

GABOUR DELEGATES REPORT. 
‘The Labour Delegation which visited Hungary for the purpose of 
investigating conditions has issned its report. It controverts the recent 
White Paper, issued by the helen Office, Which denied the existence of 
“@ terror.” While admitting the Central Government is not strong 
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enough to control its partisans, the report says that nothing can justify or | 


excuse the excesses that are being perpetrated. It is, however, of the 
opinion that the “Terror” is not anti-Semitic in its origin, but anti- 
communistic. It is undoubtedly a fact that the majority of the victims 
.re Jews. This arises from the fact.that Jews took a prominent part in 
the Commune, and ‘that they are accused of profiteering. The report 
soncludes by calling upon the Supreme Council to intervene, and says that 
jreat Britain is particularly responsible as her High Commissioner,

The Jews of the Ukraine. 


[COMMUNICATED. ] 

A public meeting was held on the 3rd inst., at Jews’ College, under 
the auspices of the Independent. Order of B'nai Brith, First Lodge of 
England... Dr. M. Vishnitzer, Secretary to the Ukrainian Mission, was the 
lecturer, his subject being “The Position of the Jews in the Russian 
Border States.” Mr. R. D,. BLUMENFELD, Editor of the Daily Erpress, 
presided. 

The lecturer gave an historical survey of the conditions of the Jews 
in Ukrainia, Lithuania, and Latvia. He traced the growth of their politi- 
cal rights till the 16th century, and contrasted the free conditions then 
prevailing with the subsequent oppression under the Tsars. He illus- 
trated trom statistics the large proportion of Jews in these countries 
who are still engaged in handicraft, industry, and agriculture. | 

Dealing with the present political conditions, he thought that the 
Powers must recognise the new States of Lithuania, Ukrainia, and Latvia 
as a fact, and that before any attempts at confederation could be made, 


these new States must be given a chance to establish thomselves on a . 


solid basis. These States had made very serious attempts to secure 
minority rights for the Jews within their borders as a national unit; 
the Jews themselves in these countries had, generally speaking, 
recognised that the respective governments meant to do them justice 
and had in their turn given their active support in the consolida- 
tion of these Governments. The Jews were not and indeed could 
not be sympathetic as Jews to the alternative causes, viz., reactionaryism 
on the one hand, or Bolshevism, which had ruined the Jewish merchants 
in hundreds, on the other. The success of either extreme was full of 
peril to the Jews in Russia. “With regard to the pogroms that had taken 
place in Ukrainia, Dr. Vishnitzer said that had the National Government 
_ of Ukrainia been properly supported and strengthened fromthe quarters 
able to give the necessary help, these would not have taken place. 
The CHAIRMAN said that the picture of the present: Jewish political 
sition in the Russian Border States was not pleasant, but was not as 
opeless as he had at first believed. The fact that the independent 
States in question had advanced so far as to give such a measure of 
freedom to the Jews, as described by Dr, Vishnitzer, was a great step 
towards the ultimate goal. He had no fear of an ultimate Bolshevik 
victory; Bolshevism was a disease which must run its course. He 
thought that Jews should not organise meetings of protest, but that 
systematic propaganda was what was required. 


Mr. M. MYERS was of the opinion that propaganda was of more avail 


in countries where Jews lived in emancipated conditions than in 
countries of persecution. 

“ Dr. JOCHELMAN thought that Ukrainia could not be wholly Konerated 
from the charge of pogrom-making, and added that now that the Ukraing 
had joined hands with Poland, it had lost much of the sym of Jews 
which it had gained while it was consolidating its national independence

Dr. Jochelman then applied 
for permission to establish a separate Jewish Committee for relict. To 
this proposal Mr. Litvinoff said the Soviet Government would not azree, 
and added that even if assent were given to such a proposal, it would 
lead to frrther agitation agzinst the Jews among the millions of poverty- 
stricken Ukrainians. “Ali that I could do,” said Dr. Jochelman, “ wi to 
modify the constitution of the International Committee so as to allow for 
the addition of a Jewish representative. To this Mr. Litvinoff agreed.” 
Dr. Jochelman informed the Conference that since his return to London, he 


had visited the Foreign Office and had given full particulars of his neodtia- 


tions at Copenhagen. His report had been favourably received. He also 
stated that he had received a visit from Mr. Baker, the repre: an'‘ative of 
the Society of Friends, who was also a member of the Intersa ioa\! Com- 
mittec, and who stated they would gladly welcome the appointment of a 
Jewish representative. .

“TRIBUTES TO HIS WORK. 


Mr. LUCIEN WonF was the guest of the Maccabeans ata dinner given 
in his honour at the Holborn Restaurant on Tuesday. Mr. Cuaupr G. 
MoNTEFIORE presided. 

The CHAIRMAN, in proposing the toast of the evening, “ Good wishes 
and greetings and thanks to Mr. Lucien Wolf,” expressed his great regret 
that Sir Stuart Samuel, the President of the Deputies of British Jews, 
and his colleague upon the Joint Foreign Committee, was unable to be 
present owing to his absence in Paris. He (Mr. Montefiore) had a special 
regret because Sir Stuart would, of course, have presided; the place 
would have been his by precedence and seniority. In Sir Stuart’s 
unavoidable absence he had been asked to fill the gap. He had been 
closely associated with Mr. Wolfin common work for many years, and 
had conceived a true admiration not only for his striking capacities, but 
for himself. He had come to the conclusion that Mr. Wolf was 
not only a very able man—there were many very able men 
—but that he was what was far better, a very fine fellow. 
It would be presumptuous, and even impossible, for him to 
refer to Mr. Wolf's work as a journalist. What struck him as remarkable 


about it was that, somehow or other, all the time that Mr. Wolf was — 


making his living as a journalist, and working very hard at his profession, 


he yet could find the time and the determination—one as important pat 


difficult as the other—to lay in stores of historical and political know- 
ledge. To such an extent did he do this, and to such good purpose, that 
a distinguished histeriam of his acquaintance once told him that he 
regarded Mr. Wolf as one of the greatest living authorities on modern 
treaties. But i¢ was not as the brilliant journalist, or as the learned 
publicist in the Fortnightly Review, or again as the historian or the 
literary man, that they were really met to do honour to Mr. Wolf. 
The Maccabeans was a Jewish society, and it was for his work in.the 
service of the Jews that they wanted to thank him and to praise him. He

as well as in treaties, amd he had become an important authority 


in certain periods and aspects of Jewish history. And yet it was 
not for his historical work though, after all, it was historical 
It was because of 
that portion of his werk—the most recent portion—on account of 
which, as it had chanced, he (Mr. Montefiore) hag been most thrown 
in contaet with him, and, of all those present, had seen it at closest 
quarters. He referred, of course, to his work for the Joint Committee, 
and in relation to the Treaties with Poland and other Eastern European 
States. When the great war came, Mr. Alexander, at that time President 
of the Deputies, and he realised that they would need Mr. Wolf's 


services much more frequently. Mr. Wolf had to give his whole time. 


Only those behind the scenes, only those brought into close and constant 
touch with him, knew how hard, exacting, delicate and responsible, the 


work had been, and how 


WISELY, TACTFULLY, AND ZEALOUSLY, ; 
it was invariably dealt with. The object was to do the bestthat could be 
done in the interests of our brethren in faith in various foreign countries, 
who were in trouble, or in likelihood of trouble, who were oppressed or 


_ persecuted, or for whom liberty and equality had not yet been attained. 
‘Sach was the object, but to achieve it, or to get near to the achievement, 


needed great patience, judgment, knowledge and skill. Nor had 
the situation been always eased by complete agreement among our own 
Community as to the right steps which should be taken in every case and 
emergency, nor were the very people whom they wanted to benefit 


always at one among themselves as to their own desires and wishes, just’ 


S they were noé always cognisant of the limitations of power, whether 
humble bodies, like the Joint Committee, or even of much more 
exalted bodies, such as H.M. Government. It was amid obstacles and 
difficulties of this kind, and of other kinds, that Mr. Wolf's work had had 
to be conducted. When, at length, the war was won, and the Armistice 
had come, and the Treaty of Peace, or rather the Treaties of Peace 


were being prepared, Mr. Wolf’s work reached its maximum of intensity. 


He left the story to Mr. Wolf, or such part of it as he liked 
to tell, but if in the treaties with the old and the new States the liberties 
of the Jews and their enfranchisement and equality had been—so far as 


eaten could go—completely secured, it was largely due, on the one 


nd, to the interest, sympathy and knowledge of the English delegates 
to the Peace Conference at semi and certainly not least to the unflagging 
kindness of one mam who graced their banquet (Mr. Headlam Morley), 
and, on the other hand, it. was largely due to Mr. Lucien Wolf, to whom 
they, and the whole body of Jews in this country, and in all countries, 
had every reason to be grateful. (Cheers.) | 

Mr. LucteEn Worr, in reply, said that he was deeply moved by the 
kindly, affectionate, and flattering words in which the Chairman had 
spoken of him, and by the warm-hearted echo they had found in the 
cheers of that distingnished company. He was not vain enough to accept 
them in their fall literal meaning, but he did feel that in standing before 
them as the sole recipient of the honours they were paying to those who 


Worked in Paris last year he was in some measure conniving at the 


making and confirmation of a legend which, while extremely flattering to 
him was caleulated to do some injustice to those friends and colleagues of 
his who not only shared his labours, but who had a large part in shaping 
and directing them. They must remember that he did that work as the 
Executive Officer of an important delegation composed of the responsible 
representatives of the Anglo-Jewish community. He was sure that with- 
Cut their guidance, and above all without their confidence, he could have 
accomplished little. But the workers on behalf of the Jews were not 
Confined to their delegation. There were other delegations in Paris.

States, to which the framing of the Minority Treaties was confided, and 


on which the great altruistic traditions of British policy were so worthily | 


and admirably represented by one’ of their guests, Mr. Headlam Morley. 
(Cheers.) He had spoken of goodwill, but as a matter of fact it went far 
deeper than that. In a very large sense the initiative of ,

might be siid to belong to them. It was true that the first detailed 
plan was the Joint Committee’s, and that they were privileged 
have frequent opportunities of discussing its application and its redacti 
with the members of the Commission on new States, and even occasionally 
with members of the Sapreme Council itself. But if they had been 


successful in carrying their points, it had been because the governing | 


principle of these Treaties had already been accepted by the leading 
statesmen of the Conference, and had indeed been embodied in the covenant 
of the League of Nations and in the Labour Convention. These two 
great instruments applied moral principles to the political reconstruction 
of Europe on a far larger scale than had ever before been attempted. 
He recollected how zealous some members of the Conference were in 
respect to the Treaties, and especially the eminent Greek statesman, 
whose representative they had the honour to see present, an old friend 
of his, Mr. Gennadius. (Cheers.) When Mr. Venizelos arrived in Paris 
he (Mr. Wolf) called upon that statesman to discuss the Minority Treaties 
with him. He had scarcely opened the subject when Mr. Venizelos 
interrupted him. ‘‘ You neednof talk about them to me,” he said; “you 
are speaking to the converted. I was one of the few in the Commission 
who drew up the covenant who urged that adherence to these principles 
should be conditional for membership of the League of Nations.” (Cheers.) 
He was sure their non-Jewish friends would be glad to impress on their 
coreligionists in Eastern ‘Europegthe necessity for patience and concilia- 
tion in facing the new condition of things. And he hoped the Jewish 
community would bring the same conditions to bear in an endeavour 
to reorganise the national life of the States in which they lived on a basis 
of friendly co-operation, of patience and conciliation. If that was done 
there need be no fear for the fate of the treaties. He looked forward to 
a time, not far distant, when the treaties would no longer be litigious 
weapons for the defence of persecuted minorities, but would be the 


cherished possession of all the States to which they were applied, of Jew . 


and Christian alike, re-united in free commonwealth, cherished as an 


integral part of the moral patrimony of the nation, representing their 


spontaneous allegiance to the highest weals of social justice. (Cheers.) 

Mr. H. 8S. Q. HENRIQUES proposed the toast of the Visitors, coupling 
with it the names of Mr. Gennadius, the Honorary Greek Minister, and 
Mr. Headlam Morley, of the Foreign Office. 

Mr. GENNADIUS, in reply, said that he looked with great gratification upon 
his long-standing and hearty friendship with Mr. Wolf. He would have 
to look back to quite a generation in order to recollect the beginning of 
their relations. 8 At that time, the number of Jews in Greece was very 


limited. There was not much scope, he was glad to say, for any serious. 


discussions on that matter with his friend. Moreover, they, in Greece, 
were tolerant in matters of religion. When they liberated and annexed 
Salonika, there was more scope for negotiations. He remembered that 
when his friend Mr. Wolf approached him, bringing forward certain 
demands of the large Jewish population in that great city, he pressed 
them with his usual ability and championed them with all the warmth, 
persistence, and fidelity with which he served his cause. Mr. Gennadius 
went ‘on to refer to the part played by the Jews and the Greeks in the 
work of civilisation, and he appealed to them to cast aside recrimination 
and rancour and to devote the best of their efforts to the realisation of 
the great work, the great mission which both races had to fulfilin the 
East. (Cheers.) | 
Mr. HEADLAM MORLEY paid a tribute to the services rendered by Mr. 


Wolf in Paris, and to the great knowledge which he brought to bear upon 


the work. He was proud of the fact that Anglo-Saxon principles had 
been applied to the treaties, and he appealed to all to unite in making a 


success of the League of Nations with which the future of the Jews in 


Eastern Europe was bound up, 


Rabbi Mattuck on a League of Religions.

Rabbi I. I. MATTUCK was one of the speakers at a meeting held on 
Tuesday in the Friends’ Meeting House, Oxford, held under the auspices of 
the Society for a League of Religions. } 

Rabbi Mattack said that it remained for him to summarise what had 
been so well said already. Was a League of Religions possible? The 
Society for a League of Religions did not aim to become, but to promote, 


the League of Religions. What common basis was there in religion? It 


was the common search for Tenth which actuated all who believed 


- in God; the common search for the meaning of human life. Religions 


might differ in terms of description ; but all were one in the desire to make 
better men and a better society. There was some danger, of course, of 
negation of the values of religious principles ; and so they must strive not 
to interfere with other beliefs. They were not now aiming at a universal 
religion, though that was ultimately desirable; but they were trying to 


bring them all together into a fraternity, without interference with their . 
respective tenets. . All religions had the missionary idea, and the Jewish | 


missionary idea was nearly as old as its religion. But he did not feel that 
he was violating that idea in working towards a common union of all 
religions. It was quite true, as had already been said, that the more they 
knew of other religions, the more should they believe in theirown. One 
of the commonest questions asked by soldiers was: “Why are there so

XXXIII.—THE QUINTESSENCE OF JUDAISM. 
My DEAR COUSIN, | ip | 

I need hardly assure you that we were delighted to have David with 
us. If I may say so without offence, he does you credit. The boy has 
brains, and can use them. I was astonished at the extent of his reading, 
both in general literature and in specifically Jewish writings. But what 
is most pleasing is that he digests what he reads. At his age it is, of 
course, to be expected that religion is a problem, and David’s mind is 
just now apparently greatly concerned with religious difficulties. 

One evening after dinner he told me that he had lately been exercised 
to find a working formula for Judaism. Knowing, as you do, that youth 
is impetuous (and a fine thing, too, that it is), you will not be surprised at 
David’s difficulty. This is the age of labels and newspaper headlines. 
The mass of peop'e require their information in a condensed form, and 
are satisfied to have their thinking done for them by others. It is of no 
use complaining; our world is so. Look at our popular newspapers ; 

consider our modern text-books. We have to study the form in which 
information is presented to the masses. Even our novels are beginning 
to be paragraphed. But all this hasits useful side. Once summarise a piece 
of knowledge, reduce it to a formula, and it may prove very serviceable 
to the average man or woman. I suppose that is the secret of Pelmanism. 
David’s query set me thinking. What would be a working formula 
‘for Judaism ? | 
Articles of Maimonides. Here at least we have an attempt to set forth 
the main principles of the Jewish religion. But you can hardly speak of 
a formula in this connection. Besides, sevéral important authorities are 
agreed that there are too many of them. Joseph Albo suggested that three 
would sufficé to express the main principles of Judaism, viz., belief in God, 
belief that God created the world, and that He guides the destinies of 
all living beings. | 
too few; one suggested no less than thirty-five. But the larger numbers 
were the exception; in the main, leaders of thought preferred a brief 


statement of faith. Saadja enumerated ten principles, Chanane] ben 


Chushiel contented himself with four, while Abraham ben David (of Toledo) 
suggested five. These were medieval authorities; for myself I am more 
attracted by the Talmudic teaching on the subject. The medieval writers 
were influenced by the tendencies in the general philosophic trend 


of thought around them; their propositions were, therefore, of the 


nature of set formule. But in the Talmud we find a warmer, simpler 
statement. I cannot help recalling Rabbi Akiba’s dictum that to love 
your neighbour as yourself is a fundamental principle of Jewish teaching, 
MNNIY 7173 973. It is of interest to note how Akiba’s contemporaries 
viewed his.suggestion. Their discussions only show the intensity of this 
Jewish doctrine. Ben Azzai declared that he for his part always regarded 
as of vital importance for Jewish thought the first verse of the fifth 
chapter of Genesis: “This is the book of the generations of Man.” A 
truly remarkable saying! That the string of names which composes 
that fifth chapter should contain any principle! There seems nothing 
of significance in the genealogy. Yet Ben Azzai was a wise man! 
“This is the book of the generations of Man”—what does the introduce- 
tion and the list that follows teach but the relationship of the great 
human family, the essential one-ness of humanity? Hath not one God 
created us? is another way of putting the question. Ben Azzai intended 
to convey the fact that, above all, Judaism teaches the love of man; his 
yersion but completes Hillel’s famous saying: ‘ Do not unto another what 
you would not have another do to you. This is the whole Torah: the 


Jewish literature is full of this noble sentiment. Akiba gave it its 


classical expression. ‘Beloved is man,” he said, “for he was created in 
the image of God.” Indeed in one sense Judaism might be termed the . 
Religion of Humanity, not that it defies, but that it leves, Humanity. 
The Ethics of the Fathers abound in instances illustrating the 
point. “He in whom the spirit of his fellow-creatures takes. 


delight, in him the ‘Spirit of God ‘takes delight,” is a dictum 
of R. Chanina, the son of Dosa. R. Ishmael always preached, “ Receive 
all men with cheerfulness.” “ Who is wise?” was Ben Zoma’s 
conundrum, and his answer is worth noting: “He who learns from alj 
men.” Ben Zoma also asked a second question—“ Who is honoured?” 
‘The reply was parallel with the last: “He who honours others.” 

Judaism teaches and Jews practise the love of mankind. The story 
ef Abou ben Adhem might well be the story of the Jew; and Ben Azzai 
expressed deep wisdom when he specially singled out the first verse of the 
fifth chapter of Genesis. _ R, Simlai, a Jewish teacher of the 3rd century, 
also attempted to express the quintessence of Judaism.

The annual meeting of the Home will be held at Bute House. south 
Audley Street, on Tuesday, under the chairmanship of Mrs. 
Bischoffsheim, the President. The report, which has just been pub. 
lished, gives.a very satisfactory record of the year’s work both at the 
nvalescent Home for 
Children. The patients admitted to the Sanatorium were 139, five less 
than the previous year. The average weekly cost has increased !)y about 
5s. per patient—£2 12s. 10d. this year as compared with £2 7s. 7\l. last 
year. The arrangement with the King Edward's Hospital Fund, by which | 
four beds are placed at the disposal of Jewish patients from the |.ondon 
Hospital, was continued. The grant from the Fund has been incre::-ed to 
£460. The number of children admitted to the Brighton Convalescent 
Home was 264; the increase in cost per head was about the sae as 
that of the adults. The Committee express their deep gratitude to the 
local Committee at Brighton for their deep interest and financial support. 
A pleasing feature is the kindness of a non-Jewish friend, Canon !ierce, 
who places his garden adjoining the home at the disposal of the children. 

The report of the After-Care Committee shows that £631 was spent 
last year on forty-five persons, of which more than half—£}-5—was 
expended on giving twenty-nine persons facilities for open-air tra ing. 

The Committee point out that the financial position is one of grave 
anxiety. Though £1,200 was collected chiefly by the efforts ©! Mrs. 
Lionel de-Rothschild, the institution still owes its Bankers over {1!.250. 
The Committee specially appeal to the community for increase: sub-

@ Shalom Aleichem in English, 


“TewisH CHILDREN,” by Shalom Aleichem, translated from th® 
Yiddish by Miss Hannah Berman (Heinemann) is a collection of vivid 
gketches and stories dealing with the life of children in the villages and 
townlets of the Russian Pale. This book provokes the inquiry, whether 
the emphasis should be laid on Jewish, or on Children. ‘Those readers 
who are compelled to answer this problem from a perusal of this English 
volume of translations alone, because of their lack of acquaintance with 
Shalom Aleichem’s works in the original Yiddish, will be strongly inclined 
ty. reach the conclusion that the main attraction of these stories lies in the 
author's real grasp of child psychology more than in his great and acknow- 
ledged capacity to produce arresting pieces of impressionism of Jewish 
faith, Jewish humour, and Jewish pathos, in the Russian Ghetto. 
Shaiom Aleichem shows a sensitiveness and response to the ideas of 
young people, for which alone “Jewish Children” would be worth 
absorbed reading. Such a verdict, rightly interpreted, considerably 
enhances Shalom Aleichem’s reputation and his claim to recognition and 
gratitude, Foritis a remarkable achievement for a writer to make even 
awiderappeal in translation than in his native tongue. Shalom Aleichem 
appears in this volume as a humanist in a greater degree than he stands 


as a Jewish novelist. ' | 

‘un support of this view it may be said that there are but few sketches 
in this collection where it would not be possible to remove or transform

This story grips the mind and heart, not because Getzel is.a Jewish 
boy in the Ghetto, but because he is a boy, whose boyish temperament is 
clearly: revealed with a master’s steady vision, penetrating insight, 
witchery of words and emotional effect.

Again, “ Esther” is a poignant record of a broken romance, the result 
of a boy’s thoughtless perpetration of a Purim joke in changing the letters 
entrusted to his charge for delivery, giving to Esther the poem intended 
for the teacher, and to the teacher the letter designed for Esther. 

You want to know the end—what happened to Esther, the teacher’s 
daughter, and to my brother Mottel? What could have happened? Esther got 
married to a widower. Oh, how she cried. I was at the wedding. Why she 
cried so much I do not know. It seemed that her heart told her she would not 
live long with her husband, And soit was. She lived with him only one-half 
year, and died. I do not know what she died of. Noone knows. .. . 

And my brother Mottel? He .... married another woman. He now has 
two children—a boy and a girl. The boy is called Herzl, and the girl is called 
Esther. My father wanted her to be named Gittel, oa my mother was dying _ 
for her to be called: Leah, after her mother. ... My brother Motte! came in — 
from the Synagogue and said he had named the child Esther. Said my father 


replied: “ Have you forgotten it will soon be Purim?’’? Well, what have vou 
to say now? It’s all over.... My mother and my father exchanged glances 
and were silent. 

What the silence and exchange of glances meant Ido not know. Perhaps 
you can tell me? (Pp. 191,192). 

The essential point of this story of “Esther” is not the accidental 
association of the incident with Purim, but the tragic consequence to two 
lives of a child’s mischievous mood in transferring the wrong letters to 
the wrong envelopes, and delivering them to the wrong individuals. 

It would nevertheless be a grave injustice to Shalom Aleichem to 
judge that the Jewish interest can be entirely eliminated from his art. 
Shalom Aleichem displays a wonderful gift of revealing the heart and the 


“Passover in a Village” contains a touching description of tremulous 
anxiety caused by the danger, which happily passes, of a local revival of 
the Blood Accusation. The first and last sketches, “A Page from the 
‘Song of Songs’” and “This Night” are written with exquisite delicacy 
and restraint, skilfully interwoven with verses and refrains from Israel's 
great love idyll. 

There shines through some of these stories a Jewish spirit that is

“Jewish Children” comprises a set of original and delightful stories, 
some with just that touch of comedy and sadness that brings laughter 
near to tears, but all drawn with unerring skill and realistic force. 

Miss Hannah Berman has discharged her translator’s task with com- 
mendable faithfulness, and deserves unqualified praise for the ability with 
Which she has interpreted the mind and the genius of Shalom Aleichem.

** The Romance of Child Reclamation.” 


Mr. M. A. Spielman has written a very sympathetic account of the 
Reformatory and Industrial School Movement, which has been published 
by the Reformatory and Refuge Union. Experience gained at the Hayes 
Jewish Industrial School, one of the most efficient institutions in the 
country, led to Mr. Spielman’s appointment as one of H.M. Inspectors of 
Reformatory and Industrial Schools, and he writes with authority and 
Sympathy of a movement which he has done much to further, and which 
his book should do a great deal to promote. In many respects it makes. 
sad reading. Nowadays one can hardly realise that there was a time in 
this country when the prisons were swarming with children of tender 
years, who were compelled to associate with abandoned criminals, and 
were thus confirmed in a career of vice. It is almost unbelievable that 
children were actually hanged for quite minor offences. It took many 
years and the incessant efforts of devoted pioneers, like Mary Carpenter, 
to bring about a change. There is now a Children’s Department at the 
Home Office, and the valuable work of the Industrial Schools and 
Reformatories is a recognised feature of child reclamation. The Children 
Act of 1908 (“The Children’s Charter”) was piloted into law by Mr. 
Herbert Samuel and put the coping-stone on a series of enactments 
designed to protect young people. It comes with a shock to learn that 
not till this Act was placed on the Statute Book was the death sentence 
abolished in the case of children under fourteen! There are two Jewish 
Industrial Schools, that at Hayes for boys, and Montefiore House at 
Stamford Hill for girls, both models of their kind. There is no Jewish 
Reformatory, though the need for one has lately been urged by magis- 
trates and others. Jewish boys needing Reformatory treatment are 
received at Netherton and seem to be very well looked after there, and 
it has lately been suggested that there is no necessity for a: separate 
institution. Itis to be hoped that this may prove to be the case. Mr. 
Spielman should be able to advise the community on this question. He. 
has shown that the whole problem has been envisaged by him, and the 
appeal with which he closes his “Romance” for fresh adherents to a 
noble work will not go unheeded in our community.

The Starving Jewish 
Children of Vienna. 


:. INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
WITH 
MR. SYDNEY STROWE. 


DVERTISEMENTS in the Press recently have contained 
photographs showing the terrible degree of emaciation 
reached by thousands of poor little children in Central 
Europe. Jewish child victims of starvation have been 

both in number and degree of suffering proportionately greater than 
those of other races and faiths; and over and above the general 
appeal which has been made by the 
Famine Area Committee, a special 
appeal is made to Jews of this country 
by the Vienna Jewish Relief Fund. A 
sad tale was unfolded by Mr. Sydney 
Strowe, Treasurer of the Fund, who 
recently returned fronmi Vienna, in the 
course of an interview with a repre- 
sentative of the JEWISH CHRONICLE. 
A VISIT TO VIENNA. 


Mr. Strowe stated that the sad reports 
received from Vienna induced him to 


Jewish Relief Committee, in order to 
investigate personally the conditions 
prevailing in the Austrian capital. 
“T was accompanied by my daughter,” 
Mr. Strowe stated, “and we left Holland 
: by a so-called Kinderzug (children’s train) 
chartered by the organisation, founded by a charming Viennese Jewess, 
Frau Anita Miiller, for the transport of children to and from Vienna. Our 
journey was not an enjoyable one. Defective engines, no water, and no 
lighting were minor drawbacks compared with the worrying necessity of 
vigilance for the safety of 144 children who were being restored to their 
parents in Vienna, and of two waggon loads of gifts and five Waggon loads 
of matzoth which we were taking to the Vienna Community for Passover. 
These heavy. loads practically converted our train into a goods 
train and militated against speed, and we were further delayed by @

defective axle of one of our matza waggons. Knowing the great need of 


matzoth in Vienna we were reluctant to leave the contents of. the waggon 
behind till a new truck could be obtained, and we decided to transfer the 


- matzoth to a third-class carriage of the train. The ladies and. gentlemen 


travelling by the train worked hard to accomplish the transfer, but we were 
eventually two days late, only reaching Vienna on Friday instead of 
Wednesday. The spirit of death scemed to reign over the station on our 
arrival. An empty hall, no porters, no passengers, no trains! 

f HUNGER AND MISERY. 

“Hunger and misery,” said Mr. Strowe, “reign in Vienna. If the 
condition of the adult population is deplorable, the haggard features and 
wan faces of the starving children present a heartrending spectacle. It 
is difficult to realise the general conditions prevailing. From time to time 
the skortage of fuel prevents the working of the electric power stations, 
the trams stop running, and there is no light. For the same reason even 
the public bathing establishments are closed, and the poor are left 
without this necessary means of hygiene. People that no one would 
suspect of poverty are literally starving. Money has ceased to have any 
value except to the very rich, and the latter by outbidding each other for 
the common necessities of life make the condition of the middle and lower 
classes even more deplorable. Added to all this is a gigantic burden of 
taxation which has to be shouldered by a State where practically all 
production has ceased. 

| : WOE TO THE PITCHER! : 

“As usual the Jew is the chief sufferer. It is ‘Woe to the pitcher ! 
every time. Adherence to the dietary laws prevents the Jews 
from participating in the public distributions of meat and fats 
and from partaking of the meals provided at the public Soup 
Kitchens. That the Jewish population and children of Vienna suffer most 
is confirmed by a report from the British Chaplain in Vienna to the 
Famine Area Hospitality Committee. The Jewish children are in-a 


_ terrible state. Starved before birth by starving mothers, underfed and 


neglected during the years of the war, they are losing more and more of 
their reduced staying power. Deprived of fat, anwmic and suffering 
from rickets, developed asa result of three years’ starvation, many of 
them cannot withstand the onslaught of tuberculosis, and it is not sur. 
prising that the mortality among the Jewish children has reached such 
alarming figures. The increase in child mortality from consumption over 
the normal pre-war rate reaches 55 per cent. in the case of children from 
eight to ten years, 95 per cent. in the case of children from eleven to 
fifteen, and 160 per cent. in the case of adolescents from sixteen to 
twenty. The general mortality of children has increased by 175 per 
cent., whilst the birth-rate has decreased by 33 per cent. 
A CALL FOR HELP.

THE UNITED SYNAGOGUE, 


FIFTY YEARS HISTORY, 


1870—1920., 
I. 


At a Tabernacles breakfast which the Chief Rabbi gave to 
various Synagogue notabilities in the year, 1866, Dr. Nathan Marcus 
Adler expounded, at 16, Finsbury Square, the idea of amalgamating 
the three City congregations under his jurisdiction. The suggestion 
was favourably received, and the outcome of the deliberations 
which ensued was the establishment of the United Synagogue, 
This was not the first time the subject had been mooted. A sug- 


gestion for the amalgamation of the three City synagogues of the 
Asbkenazim had been made as far back as 1804 by Baron Lyon 
de Symons, but if came to nothing. The question which troubled 
the community in those days was the relief of the Jewish poor, 


Each synagogue dispensed its own charity, and each congregation — 


tried to throw as tnuch. as possible of the burden of the foreign poor 
on to the others. Then also dissensions were constantly arising in 
regard to members who were enticed away from one synagogue to 


ano! ver. Dr. Solomon Hirschell, the first Chief Rabbi to rule over the 
three synagogues, did his best to compose the differences of his flock. 
At a meeting which he called in 1834 (he had first brought the syna- 
goyues together for charitable purposes in 1805, three years after his 
appointment), the arrangement was come to that the Great Syna- 


gogue should relieve all the foreign poor, and should bury two 
paupers for every one pauper buried by each of the other synagogues ; 
and, further, that no synagogue should accept the member of 
anotler synagogue. Treaties between the three City synagogues 
used to be made once every five years, but they were often broken 
in practice long before the time of their expiration. : 
THE BOARD OF GUARDIANS AND LIONEL COHEN. 
but when the community began removing to the West and other 
-. parts of London, where in course of time new congregations sprang 
up, the old treaties were found to be unsuited to the altered con- 
ditions. ‘Things continued in an unsatisfactory state, until in 1858-59 
the Jewish Board of Guardians was established with the co-operation 
of the City synagogues, from which it took overthe work of reliev- 
ing the Jewish poor, the Board being composed of delegates 


from the three congregations. The moving spirit in this 
benelicent movement was Lionel Louis Cohen, who became 
the board’s first Honorary Secretary. Lionel Cohen was an Over- 
seer of the Great Synagogue, and one of those present in Finsbury — 
Square When Dr, Adler made his suggestion in 1866 for a complete 
union Of the three synagogues. Into this idea Cohen threw himself 
with characteristic energy. A series of conferences, over which he 


presided, took place during the next three years, and at these meet- 
ings a scheme of amalgamation was gradually evolved. It was not 


all plain sailing, for there was the natural disinclination of syna- - 


gogues to surrender their independence to be reckoned with. The 

synagogue which stood out longest in opposition to the scheme was 

the least important—the Hambro’—one of whose office-holdérs was 
-amost recalcitrant gentleman who had fallen on evil days. How 

he was finally induced to withdraw his opposition the reader must 

imagine for himself, as the archives of the City synagogues contain 

uo record of the transaction. 

PROGRESS OF THE AMALGAMATION, 


As «1 matter of fact the original amalgamation consisted of five 
synagogues, the Great Synagogue possessing two branch synagogues 
in the West End, Portland Street and Bayswater, the latter being 
likewise a branch of the New Synagogue. Portland Street was estab- 
lished in 1858; Bayswater came into existence in 1862-3. The final 
eens at which it was agreed to form a United Synagogue were 
concerrently held by the five synagogues on April 19th, 1868. The 
next year was occupied in elaborating the details of amalgamation. 
These were ultimately settled at a meeting of the delegates held at 
the Great Synagogue Chambers on April 26th, 1869. Whereupon the 
JEWisH .CHRONICLE, of April 80th, wrote: “The Community must 
Prepare itself for a new form of legislation, viz., legislation based on 
the common interests of the entire community. In a word, shoolism 
is wbolished, and Judaism takes its place There is a civic 
crown in store for all; but a special ovation for the two generals of 
the ‘forces, Lionel Cohen and and Jacob Waley. High as they stand 
in ‘ve positions they occupy in communal estimation, they should 
be specially honoured as mer. who have used their opportunities for 
Projecting ard consolidating one of the best movements that has 
taken place among us since our return to this country.

and Wales for their sanction. Such sanction was not easy to obtain, 
inasmuch as the trusts administered by the synagogues had a 
religious object, and the Commissioners reserved to themselves the 
power of refusing to act in trusts of such a nature. Moreover, 
‘the matter was-‘exceedingly complicated, as there were sixty separate 
trusts to be administered. The Scheme was drawn up by Mr. J. M. 
Solomon, as counsel to the delegates, and presented by Messrs. 
Sydney and Son, as solicitors. In due course the Scheme was 
incorporated in the Seventeenth Report of the Commissioners, 
dated February 26th, 1870, and presented by them to Parliament. On 
July 14th, 1870, the “ Act for Confirming a Scheme of the Charity 
Commissioners for the Jewish United Synagogue” received the royal 
assent, and became part of the law of the land. 


THE SCHEME, 


The scheme, which came into operation at the date of the 
passing of the Act, embodied the following provisions, among 
others. 


1. All existing laws and regulations and treaties relating to the 
constituent synagogues were thereby annulled. 


2. The synagogues to unite and form one institution, to be called 


“The United Synagogue”; their subsidiary charities to be subsidiary

25. The Vestry of the United Synagogue to have the power of deter- 
mining the number of salaried officers, whether of Constituent Syna- 
gogues or of the United Synagogue, and the amount of salaries to be 
to such officers; likewise the nature of the duties and liabilities to be 
attached to such offices. 

26. Present salaried officers to retain office on the same terms and 
conditions as heretofore, and to become officers of the United Synagogue. 

27. Subject to these terms and conditions, the Vestry of the United

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Jewish Religious Education Board. 


ANNUAL REPORT. 


The Board in presenting their twenty-fifth annual report record that 
the attendances at the classes have considerably improved, and are almost 
up to pre-war standard. The actual figures for the past year are 4,545 on 
the roll, average attendance 3,530. Theincrease in the number of pupils, - 
however, has only made the shortage of teachers more acute. To remedy 


this the Board has once more @ecided to raise its scale of salaries, which . 


will put a renewed strain on its financial resources. The Boardis also 
faced with the difficulty of finding managers and correspondents to 
supervise the work of the classes, and earnestly appeals to the community 
for more personal assistance in this matter, 

The Appeal Committee, under the Rev. Isidore Harris, M.A.,, collected 
the sum of £2,888. The Board place on record their gratitude to the 
Kingsley Kinema Co., Ltd., which subscribes £8 a week out of its Sunday 
takings. £4,000 was, however, asked for, and this sum 1s necessary to 
meet increased expenses and the enhanced salaries. The expenditure 
last year was £4,293, and the Board starts the year with a deficit of £2,006, 
which will be provided from the result of the Appeal. 

The Sabbath classes are now entirely self-governing. The attendance 
has risen from 300 to over 700. The thanks of the community are due to 
the Honorary Superintendent, Miss A. Harris, and her voluntary staff for 
their devoted labours. A new edition of 10,000 copies of Singer’s Prayer 
Book at the cost price of 3s. is announced for publication in the near 
future,

Home for Aged Jews. 
ANNUAL REPORT. 

The annual meeting will be held at the Home, 105, Nightingale Lane, 
Wandsworth Common, next Sunday afternoon, when the annual report 
will be presented. The report states in pirt:— : 

Norma! conditions were far from being restored, and the Home continued to 
feel the effects of the ever-increasing rise in the cost of living. The total 
expenditure amounted to £6,375 as compared with £5,422 in the previous year. In 
1913 the total expenditure was £3,753, so that there has been an increase over 
the last pre-war year’s expenditure of no Jess than £2,625! The cost of 
provisions was £2.94 as compared with £2,588—an increase of £406. In.1913 
provisions cost £1,527, so that. there has been an increase on this item alone of 
£1.467 or 96.7 per cent. Large though this increase is,it is considerably. below 
the ofticial.index, a proof of the economies effected by the House Committee. 
Although the income in the vear under review increased considerably—£5,993 as 
compared with £5,l44—the vear ended with an excess of expenditure over 
ordinary income of £384. Moreover, a number of legacies, which in the ordinary 
way would have been funded, have not. been invested since the outbreak of war. 
It is estimated that in the current year a further increase of expenditure 
amounting to at least 20 per cent. will be inevitable, so that additional income 
of over £1,000 will. be required. At the beginning of the year there were 137 
inmates in residence ; 21 were admitted (of the average age of 77.5); six left and 
15 died in the Home (of the average age of 77.5).. The average stay of those who 
died was 7 vears. One -had been an inmate no less than 26 years. During the 
vear further provision was madeto meet the needs of specially infirm, inmates 
by alterations to one of the wards at a ‘cost of £440, The Medical Report shows 
that the care lavished on the old people is reflected in the absenee of serious 
sickness and of.the low number of deaths considering the advanced age of the 
inmates... The East Loudon Aid Society under its energetic President, Mr. H. I. 
Sniders, made a record collection amounting to £1,200. This included a sum of 
£200 co: lected by Mr. Sniders tonamea bed: The Committee congratulate Mr. 
Sniders and his co-adjutors on this splendid result. Five beds were named 
during the vear under review, three of them being in memory of relatives who 
lost their lives in the war. No one visiting the Home can fail to be impressed 
by the care bestowed on the o!d people and the comfortable surroundings in 
which they are placed. The Committee are confident that the community will 
not fail to furnish the necessary financial support to enable the Inatitution to 
continue the good work it has carried on s» successfully for the past 80 years.

FEDERATION OF SYNAGOGUES, 


A Conference summoned by the Federation of Synagogues was hela 
at Camperdown House, Aldgate, last Monday, to discuss the best methods 
of assisting in raising funds for the War Memorial. Lord Swayrniiyg 
presided, 

Dayan CHAIKIN, speaking in Yiddish, assured the audience that 
he had received guarantees from Sir Robert Waley Cohen that the money 
raised by the Federation would be devoted to education on the lines of 
the Shulchan Aruch, :

Mr. A. M, ADLER (Organisation of Observant and Traditional Jews) said 
that the organisation he represented was only concerned with the question 
of the Talmud Torahs and Yeshibahs. The state of the youth in this 
country—admittedly deplorable—could only be remedied by improving 
these institutions. But it was realised that the methods of the Eastern 
Ghetto were not fitted for this country or for the times. The teachers 
should, in addition to a complete Hebrew and religious training, havea 
thorough secular education. The body he represented proposed to 
re-organise the Talmud Torahs and Yeshibahs. The best pupils from the 
former would be sent to the latter, and the best from the latter wouii go 


to a special training institution—not Jews’ College—-whence they would 


issue as rabbis and leaders for the community. In this way they hoped 
to produce not only good citizens but good Jews. The whole question at 
stake was whether orthodox Judaism would be taught to their youth or 
not. It was a question to be decided by the masses of Anglo-Jewry, and 
the responsibility largely rested on the Federation of Synagogues, who 
represented the orthodox element. That was the aspect that must be con- 
sidered by the Federation. Ithad no right to complain if it did nothing 
itself. Mr. Basil Henriques had been criticised for coming down among 
them. His religious views were not the same as theirs, but he had tuade 
sacrifices and was doing good, and what right had -they to criticise or 
complain if they sat with folded arms. of 

Fhe Rev. Z. DIMSON desired to know, in view of the San hemo 
decision, What attitude towards nationalism would be adopted in religious 

Mr. B. A. FERSHT (one of the Secretaries of the Scheme) said it was 
extraordinary that while they in principle were so keen on ort}iox 
religious education, no effort had been made to make one Yeshibah 4)so- 
lutely immune from want.

back to health. Anglo-Jewry has not yet fully realised its responsi- | 


bilities in this matter.. Over £100,000 has been the contribution of the 
120,000 Jews living in Holland, and many thousands of children have 
found hospitality there. America, Switzerland, Denmask, and even 
Germany, are coming forward energetically. Dr. L. E. Visser, a member 
of the Dutch equivalent of our Privy Council, has been doing splendid 
work in Holland, and it is due to his efforts that the Dutch people have 
contributed so magnificently towards the relief of the Vienna population. 
The tenderness with which Dutch fathers and mothers care for the 
children they receive into their homes, and the healthy appearance of 
the children after two or three months, speak amply for the splendid 
work which Dutch Jewry is doing. We came across many cases where 


the children were reluctant to part from their kind foster-parents, and 


the latter were loth to be separated from the little ones they had nursed 
hack to health and strength. 


HOSPITALITY FOR JEWISH CHILDREN. 


“Tt is this work of finding hospitality for the Jewish children of 
Vienna in which I am particularly interested. The need for a special

why the Jewish population of Vienna labours under special disabilities in 
regard to under-feeding, and thus 3,000 Jewish children of the middle- 
classes are left unprovided for and are anxiously looking to English Jews 


to care for them. This number is very small in comparison with the | 


number which received hospitality in Holland. The cost of transport is 
about £10 per child, so £30,000 will be required to bring the children over. 


People willing to receive children need have no fear as to contagious | 
illness. A rigorous system of medical inspection takes place in Vienna | 
before departure, ify Holland, and on arrival in England, and the children 
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are kept for three weeks in an observation eamp at Stonar before being |

: NEW WEST END SYNAGOGUE CLASSES. 
The annual distribution of prizes to the pupils of the New West End 
Synagogue Classes was held on Sunday morning at the Vestry Room 1 


the synagogue. Mr. Arthur E. Franklin presided, and the awards were 
distributed by Mrs. Frankliz. 

Mrs. ERNEST LESSER read the report of the Edancation Committee, 
which stated that the classes had entered on a new and vigorous lease ot 
life under the hoadmastership of Mr. I. Goldston, who, with the collabora: 
tion of the Rev. L. Geffen, had raised the number on the roll from 10 to 
65. A very favourable report had been received from Mr. A. k 
H.M.I., who had inspected the classes for the Union of Hebrew Classes. 
Only 18 of the pupils were the children of seatholders. 


The CHAIRMAN said that, as one of the few surviving founders of the 
synagogue, he appreciated the compliment of having been asked to preside. 
Everything connected with the synagogue must naturally have great 
interest for one who had lived right through its history. He wags 
very pleased to note that all the prizes awarded were books 
of Jewish interest, a reform whieh the Jewish Religious 
Education Board had long been endeavo to carry out, 
though difficulties would be encountered. Of all the work done in cop. 
nection with the synagogue, the teaching of the young was the most 
important. Those who felt that they had inherited very high traditions 
which they had to carry on and transmit to those who came after them 
welcomed the work of the classes as one of the best means of carrying 
out that trust. If they kept in mind the history of their past they need 
not worry about the present. hey were passing through a period of 
great difficulties. The work of ding up the classes was proceeding 
under the direction of a man who stood very high in the educationa! 
world and who was an enthusiast for religious education. He doubted 
whether eighteen represented a fair proportion of the children of the 
seatholders for whom no other religious education was provided. It was. 
no use pretending things were satisfactory 
and he suggested there was great scope for those responsible for the * 
administration of the classes. He paid a tribute to the work’ 
of the Rev. L. Geffen, who had earned a high reputation as 
Chaplain to the Forces. Their two lady teachers belonged to the 


Sephardi Community, and he suggested that in view of recent events in | 


Palestine, synagogues should consider the b angen of adopting the pro- 

: Holy Land. A prominent 
member of their own congregation had been appointed the first pro-Consu! 
in Palestine, and he would have an opportunity of making history in an 


‘ office last held by Nehemiah. Addressing the children he urged them not 


to regard their lessons at the classes as the completion of their education. 
He pointed out that the classes were in close connection with the syna-— 
gogue next door, and he was glad that the choirmaster, Mr. Davis, was 
teaching them the use of the old synagogue melodies. He appealcd to 
the parents to support the work of the teachers, and concluded by urging 
that if they wanted to have their religion respected they must respect it 
themselves. 3 

Mr. 8. H. EMANUEL, K.C., moved a vote of thanks totheteachers. He 
said that the best encouragement which the teachers could receive was 
in the progress of the children. The numbers attending were not sufficient. 
There were other synagogues with less members, and smaller means 
which had considerably larger classes. He was not s0 anxious to see the 


_ children of seatholders, but he thought the synagogue should sprea‘i its 


influence and bring in the Jewish children from all parts of the neighbour- 
hood. In that way they would fill the synagogue. - He did not know much 
Hebrew grammar, but he had been taught that Hebrew verbs had a past 
and future tense, and no present. The same might be said of Judaism. 
It had a past and a future, and the present could take care of itself. The 
future rested with the children, and the teachers were helping them to 
reproduce that Jewish feeling which had existed in the past, and which 


_ they wanted to hand down in perpetuity. 


Mr. Isaac GOLDSTON, in acknowledging the vote, said that the teachers 


aimed at character building—Jewish character building—and they hoped; | 


before long to produce a generation of observant Jews and Jewesses if 
they:were given the opportunity. He appealed to the parents to support 
their efforts. Given suitable classrooms they could reach three to four 
hundred pupils. 

- The Rev. L. GEFFEN, who also replied, expressed the view that nof 
more than thirty-five per cent. of the Jewish children of the neighbour:

To Be Deported: 
Dr. Weizmann Explains. 


SIR :— [To THE EprTor.] 
With reference to your report of. my second speech at the English 

Zionist Federation Conference, may I explain what I meant by my 

remarks about the risk of being deported which immigrants ran who came. 

to the country without the consent of the Zionist Organisation. . 

_» “The use of the term “deportation” in this connection was unfortunate. 

I merely wanted to point out that the Zionist Organisation could not be 


held responsible for the support of those who insisted upon coming into 
the country without its consent, and before the land was made ready to 


receive and to accommodate them. 


It is also clear that the Government of Palestine would not be eager . 


to support these immigrants from the public revenues. Unless, there- 
fore, they could find means to support themselves in the country, they 
would be forced themselves to seck means of a livelihood elsewhere. Of

MANCHESTER. 


COUNCIL OF MANCHESTER AND SALFORD JEWS. 

Mr. Edward Langdon, J.P., presided at the annual meeting, held on 
Sunday, at Frankenburg House. 

The Chairman, in addressing the meeting, referred to his enforced 
absence abroad owing to illness, and expressed gratitude for the sympathy 
extended to him. Dealing next with the constitution, he said that the 
founders of the Council knew that the original scheme was narrow; they 
were therefore now presenting a new Constitution to the Council for 
acceptance. Two innovations were suggested and were inter-dependent. 
The adoption of the one without the other would be useless, for if they 
. voted for the enlargement of the functions of their body, they must, of 


necessity, vote such a sum of money as would enable the Executive to | 
- garry out the duties laid upon them by the General Council. There- 


fore, the question was by what means could the necessary sum 
be raised so as to place those who were going to carry on the 
work for the whole community free from financial worries or 
responsibilities. He had so far only spoken about that part of 
the report which dealt with the future. Might he venture to expressa 


hope that they were satisfied with the work the Council had so far carried | 


out, and also that they were satisfied with the reasons why more could 
not be done, ana with the reasons that without the necessary financial 
assistance more could not be done. It would be a great pity if, for want 
of funds, Manchester and Salford Jews had to revert to past conditions ; 


' but, even if so, he was not despondent and was convinced that there 


always were and always would be, as in the past, sufficient public- 


spirited Jews to devote some of their leisure to the service of their — 


fellows, and who would not be driven away from doing a good action 
from fear of the consequences. He would be sorry if what he hoped for 
did not come to pass, and if they turned down the proposals. It would 
be a source of great regret to him, and he was sure, to many, to find 


the Communfty once more in the position it was in in August, . 
1914,-at the outbreak of the war, unable to find any of the . 
heads of their charities or institutions ready at hand to help in the 


investigation of the unfortunate circumstances in which some of their 
coreligionists, through no fault of their own, found themselves. In fact, 
there was no representative body in Manchester or Salford to voice the 
feeling of united Jewry. All that was done was initiated by those who 
were now helping in the work of the Council. He trusted that they could 
reconstitute that Council on the suggested new basis, and thus be able to 
manage their own affairs among themselves, whilst presenting to their 
fellow inhabitants of other creeds a body worthy of their esteem and 
respect and a body chosen from all classes of the Jewish Community. 

Mr. Neville J. Laski read a copy of the report of the work of the 
Council. Inter alia it pointed out: : 

The Council was intimately associated with the material that was laid 


before the Home Secretary~on the occasion of a deputation which 
him relative to alien emigration under the new Mien Act, and me upon 
from this country of the alien husbands of alien Wives, who e to my 
Russia under the Convention.

sentation on the payment of a nominal annual sum.

A. C, Cantor, The Rev, J. Rabbinowitz, B.A., delivered ay 
address, in the course of which he said: Cyril J. Frankenstein made the 
supreme sacrifice in the cause of Freedom and Justice. When the call ot 
King and Country reached him he did not delay answeringit. He could nat 
delay answering it. Having inherited from his paternal grandfather 
high public spirit, adeep concern for the common weal, a spirit of self. 
sacrifice, he could not rest till he himself shared with the rest of the 
youth of England the dangers of war and took his part in the defence of 
the land of his birth. He lived nobly. He fought bravely. He died a 
hero on the field of battle. I¢ was not given to him to see his work com. 
pleted, but he departed this world with the joyous consciousness that he 
did not neglect the work. A life such as his is not a life lived in vain, 
Incomplete, unfinished it may have been, but fruitful and succossul,
